the exception of slight interruptions, 
lasted far inlo the night. 


The storm was accompanied by 


heavy lightning and winds and torj 
rents of rain. 


Although no lives have been re- 


ported lost, one man, Milton McKen- 
zie, a watchman, was badly injured 
when a fifty foot tower overlooking 
1he Randall fair grounds, collapsed. 
There were several narrow escapes 
by crafts which were on the lake 
when the storm broke. 


Life savers early today after cruis- 


ing in the lake near Euclid beach, ex- 
pressed the belief that the report cir- 
culated shortly after last midnight, 
that a steamer was in distress, was 
untrue. 


Several houses, not far from the 


lake front, were struck by lightning, 
but the families that occupied them 
were absent for the day.

Manifesto 


The Imperial rescript declaring war upon Germany is a follows. 
Issued at Tokio, Aug. 23, 6 p. m. 
''We, by the grace of Heaien, emperor of Japan, seated on the 


throne occupied bj the same dinasty from 
time 
immemorial, 
do 


hereby make the following proclamation to all our loyal and bar\e 
subjects: 


"We hereby declare war against Germany and we command our 


army and na\y to carry on hostilities against that empire with their 
strength, and we also command all our competent authorities to make 
every effort, in pursuance of their respective duties to 
attain 
the 


national aim by all means within the limits of the law of nations. 


' Since the outbreak of the present war in Europe, calamitous ef- 


fect of \vhioli we view with gra^e concern, we on our part have en- 
tertained hopes ot preserving the peace of the Far East by the main- 
tenance ot strict neutrality, but the action of Germany 'has at length 
cornnelled Great Britain, our ally, to open hostilities against 
the 


country, and Germany is at Kiau-Cliau, its leased territory in_ China, 
busy with warlike preparations, while its armed vessels cruising the 
seas of eastern Asia are threatening our commerce and that oC our 
ally. 
Peace of the Far East thus is in jeopardy. 


"Accordingly, our government and that of his Britannic majes- 


ty, after full and frank communication with parh other, 
agreed to 


take such measures as may be necessary for the protection of the 
general interests, contemplated in the agreement of alliance and we 
on our part being desirous to attain that obiect by peaceful means 
commanded our government to offer with sincerity an advice to the 
imperial German government. 
"Bv the last day appointed for the purpose, however, our govern- 


ment failed to receive an answer accenting their advice. It is with 
profound regret that we, in spite of our ardent devotion to the cause 
of peace, are thus compelled to declare war, especially at this early 
period of our reign and while we still are in mourning for our la- 
mented mother. 


"It is our earnest wish tha't by the loyalty and valor of our 


fanthful subiects, peace soon may be restored and the glory 
of the 


empire be enhanced "
